From the Pacific Coast, where the most 
threatening and critical conditions have ex- 
isted during the past week with preparations 
to resist the military forceof the Govern- 
ment by arms, comes the intelligence that 
this morning Federal troops entered Sacra- 
mento unopposed, 

Master Workman Lindholm said this a fter 
noon that 15,000 Knights of Labor were out, 
but had no figures to back the statement. 
Possibly 8,000 are out, including 1,500 cigar 
makers and 1,500 teamsters. 

Oity Kiectrician Barrett says the prospect 
of having to close down the city electric 
light plants for want of fuel is apparently 
certain. The four city plants have been 
burning hard coal, slabs and other kinds of 
fuelfor the last week. That supply, Mr. 
Barrett thinks, is about exhausted, 

THE NUMBER OUT. 

After an exhaustive investigation covering 
practicaliy every field of labor it is found 
that 1,700 cigarmakers have struck, and that 
800 German bakers will go out to-night. All 
other lines of industry seem to be going on as 
usual. 

The following trouble resulting from the 
calling out ofall labor organizations oc- 
curred this morning at the freight houses of 
the Burlington. A telephone message was 
sent to Maxwell Street Police Station oy a 
representative of Marshal Field & Co. which 
said their teamsters were being intimidated 
by the strikers. Lieut. Mahoney sent five 
officers to the freight house and drove the 
men away. |

KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 


Severeign’s Call te the Order to Join 


the Railway Strike. 

Omrcaco, III., July 11.—As outlined in yes- 
torday afternoon’s dispatches, General 
Master Workman Soverign of the Knights of 
Labor last evening issued his call asking all 
members of the organization everywhere to 
cease work to-day and join the railway 
strike. In his address to the Knights Sov- 
erign says that it the present strike is lost 
to labor it will retard the progress of civili- 
gation and reduce the possibility of labor to 
ever emancipate itself from the thralidom 
of greed. The dignity ot labor end all the 
victories won in the past are at stake in 
this conflict. 


NEW YORK AXED BROOKLYN. 

New Tonk, July 11.—The order of General 
Master Workman Sovereign calling out all 
the Knighté of Labor in the United States in 
order to strengthen the hands of the 


American Rallway Union has met with any- 
thing but an enthusiastic reception in this 
city and Brooklyn. Inthis city the element 
whieh controls District Assembly No. 
49 will respond, it is said, with 
alacrity to the call and several 
of thetrades will go out if necessary, al- 
though they all fear that it will have little 
influence on the result.

DEBS’ ARREST.

The Leader and His Lientenants Le- 
leased Under $10,000 Bends Each. 


Cn, lll., July 31.—As announced in 
special telegrams tothe late edition of yes- 
terday’s Poer-Disra ren, Eugene V. Debs, 
President of the American Railway Uni on 
was arrested at 4 o’dlock under an indict- 
ment for conspiracy found by the Federal 
Grand-jury, brought into court and released 


on $10,000 bond. 

George W. Howard,. A. R. U. Viee-Presi- 
Gent; Sylvester Keleher, Secretary, and L. 
W. Rogers, a director of the union, were also 
indicted, arrested and admitted to ball, each 


in the same sum. 
The Federal Grand-jury spent but a short 
time on the case of Debs and the other lead- 
ers of the strike. The case against them for 
conspiracy had been prepared some days 
ago by Attorneys Milchrist and Walker, 
and the Grand-jury had not been at 
work two hours when tbe indictment 


was ready to be presented in court, It was 
based on some of the public utterances of 
Debs and the other leaders, and this was 
clinched by the original orders in writing 
sent out by Webs’ direction ordering the men 
on the different railways to quit work and 
stopping the running of mall trains. 

A large number of telegrams sent by Debs 
and from his headquarters gin ing directions 
which extended the biockade of the trains 
were submitted to the Grand-jury by E. M. 
Mulford, manager of the estern Union 
Telegraph Co., under a subpcna issued 
by the United States Court. Judge Gross- 
cup overruling the telegraph company's 
protest that the messages were — eda 
documents and exempt from sei#ure. r. 
‘ ulford had left the Grand-jury room but a 
few minutes when the Grand-jurd filed out 
and walkea into Judge Grosscup’s court. 
Foreman Sanborn handed to the court the 
indictment, which was at once taken to the 
office of the District Attorney. Marshal 
Arnold anda deputy were sent out with the 
warrabts, and the arrests were made at 
once. 

The bondsmen are Alderman Wm. Fitz- 
gériand, who qualified to the sum of $250,000, 
and Wm. Skakel, who qualified for $50,000, 
the bonds being in the sums of $10,000 each. 
When the formality of signing was com- 
pleted the indicted ones left the bullding in 
company with their bondsmen.

Inthe third annual report 
of the commission the following statement is 
made regarding the revenues of the com- 
peny and the impositions practicea upon 
he traveling public: ‘‘Another illustration 
in which car mileage is a factor is furnished 
by the Pullman palace cars and similar 
cars, tbe rate of car mileage being 
8 cents r mile. This was founded on 
evidence before the commission. Evidence 
submitted shows this rate was paid by only a 
portion of ther s under old contracts out- 
standing, and that under recent contracts 
with some companies the rate is 2 cents per 
mile. The evidence shows that on roads 
where the earnings of a car from passenger 
accommodations reach $7,500 a car mileage is 

aid. Thereportof the Puliman company 
or the year ending July 81, 1888, shows reve- 
nue as follows: $6,259,870, car earnings; $1,- 
239,265, manufacturing profits; $10,817 from 
patents; from all sources, $7,609,754. Car 
earnings are explained by evidence not to 
include car mileage.but arise from passenger 
accommodations. The aggregate car mileage 
bas not been shown. After deducting 
the operating expenses and some other 
items, the total net earnings were first 
stated to be $3,957,771. From this deductions 
were Claimed for interest, repairs and depre- 
Clation of cars, reducing the previously 
stated profits of 20 per cent on the capital 
stock $19,872,900. Although the results from 
the whole business of the compapy show 
larger profits than those of railroads gen- 
erally, the exact extent to wnich car mile- 
age isa legitimate factor cannot be deter- 
mined without more factsthan have as yet 
appeared from satisfactory evidence. 

The use of these cars is sometimes an 
excuse for furnishing inferior passenger 
coaches by the roads. The traveling public 
are burdened with high rates for transpor- 
tation in these cars, or subjected to inferior 
accomimodations in ordinary coaches. If 
any portion of the public desires to pay high- 
er rates for special accommodations there 
can be no objection to their doing so, but 
the provision for the superior accommoda- 
tions should not become a charge upon the

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It is not necessary that there should be bleodshed, 
itis not necessary that ite dimensions should be so 
portentougs as to insure phobabie success, to cone t- 
tute an insurreetion. it ie necessary, however, 
that the rising should be ig opposition to the exe- 
cution of the jaws of the Ubited States, aad shouid 
be so formidable as for the time Deingto eefy the au- 
thority of the United States, When men gather to 
resist the civil or political power of the United 
States, or to oppose the execution of its laws, and 
are in such foree that the civil authorities are in- 
adequate to put them down, anda considerabie 
military force is needed toaccomplish that result, 
they become insurgents, and every person who 
knowingly incites. alds or abdets them, oo matter 
what hie motives may be, is likewise an insur- 
gent.’ 
Defining conspiracy, the Judge said: 


The mails are in the special keeping of the Gor- 
erument and laws of the United States. To insure 
unhindered transmission it is made an offense to 
‘*xnowingly and willfully obstruct or retard the 
passage of the mail, or any carriage, horse, driver 
or carrier carrying the same. 

It is aleo provided that it two or mere persons 
conspire together to eommit any offense against the 
United States, and ove or more of such parties do 
any aet to effect tne object of the couspiracy, ali the 
parties hereto shali be subject to a penaity, An 
perten knewilugiy and wiilfully doing ~ aet whic 
contributes, or is calculated t comtribute, to ob- 
structine or hindering the mails, or who xcnowingly 
and AN takes & part lu such sets, no matter 
how trivial. if iutentionaliy, is guilty ef violation of 
the first of these previsions, and any person who 
conspires with owe or more other persens, one of 
whom subsequently commits the offense, is likewise 
guilty of an offense against the United States. 

The Constitution places the reguiation of com- 
merce between the several States and between the 
States and foreien nations, within the keeping of 
the United States Government. Anything which is 
designed to be transported for commercial! pur- 
poses from one State te another aud is actually in 
transit, and any passenger who is actually eagaged 
in amy such interstate commereial transaction, and 
any car or carriave actually transporting or en- 
gaged in transporting any such passenger or thing, 
are the agencies and subject-matter ef interstate 
ecommerce, and any conspiracy in restraint of such 
trade or commerce is aa offense against the United 
States. 

The law draws no distinction in this respect. Com- 
merce of this character is intended to be free, ex- 
cept subjectto regulations dy law, at ai! times and 
forall periods. Temporary restraint is, therefore, 
as intolerable as permanent, and practical restraint 
by actual physical Interference as criminal as that 
which fows from the d@isearrangements of business 
and organization. Any physical interference, there- 
fore, which has the effect of restraining any passen- 
ger, car or thing constituting an elemensof Inter- 
state commeree forms the foundation for this 


offense.

to guide and limit the ofielals charged with the en- 
forcement of smoke suppression ordinances. And 
it shall be a vaild amd suffieient defense against any 
complaint that the offense charged eomes within 
such recognized conditions and liabilities, 

Under the new clause no offensive or ex- 
tensive emission of smoke is permissible, 
and every M will of necessity 
have to be equipped with an efficient smoke- 
consuming device. “

WASHINGTON, July 11.—The full report of 
Capt. Healy of therevenue cutter Bear, 
giving details of the wreck of the whaler 
Thomas Allen, in Behring Sea, and the res- 
cue of twenty-four out of a crew of forty- 
nine, makes a shocking tale ot suffering on 
the part of the boat’s crew, who were fizally 
rescued on Unmak Island, Capt. Healy says: 

The men were found ina terrible condi. 
tion. One man, Gideon, had died a week 
before. Mussels were scarce and the birds 
wild, so the men said. They bad given up all 
hope of ever being rescued and were com- 
pletely demoralized. The body of the man 
Gideon had been eaten entirely. 

A CORPSE DUG UP FOR FOOD.

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THE STRIKES Lesson. 

A fair estimate places the losses of the 
railroads and the strikers up to yesterday 
at $7,165,000. This doesnot include the 
millions which have been lost through the 
stoppage of trade and manufacture and 
the destruction of perishable freight, nor 
the sums that must be paid for the service 
of military forces and an army of law 
officers. 

In the summing up of the total loss of 
the strike must be counted not merely the 
loss of money, which increases by millions 
every day, but a vast aggregate of misery 
and animosity which it has engendered. 
Dome of the strikers will never recover 
their lost ground andthe railroads will 
be many days earning their losses. Pull- 
man’s losses would go a long way towards 
making up all that is demanded by his 
employes in the way of increased pay. 

The bitter experience of this strike em- 
phasizes the lesson that strikes, whether 
just or unjust, do mot pay. Strikes are 
wars which inflict on the industrial system 
all the injury and misery that warfare in- 
filets on the body politic. Some better 
way of avoiding all disputes between labor 
and capital must be found. 

But in setting about to find better 
methods the first essential is to find the 
causes Of this warfare. There ig some- 
thing radically wrong when the two inter- 
dependent factors of progress and pros- 
perity are in constant quarrel. It cannot 
be denied that many wrongs have been 
committed against the people of this coun- 
try through monopoly and over-capital- 
ization.

The Bill to Repeal Secticn 40 of the R 
vised Statutes—Ths Exouse of Sickness 
Without a Fhysician's Certificate— 
Beery Btatesmen Must Be a Patholo- 
gist—Capitea! News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 11.—Humor isa 
quality rarely discovered in public docu- 
ments, yet there is a decided undercurrent 
of it pervading the report from the commit - 
tee on Judictary, which Judge Powers of 
Vermont has offered to the House upon his 
bill to répeal sec. 40 of the revised statutes. 

Sec. % is that law regarding attendance 
upon the sessions of the House, which di- 
rects that the Sergeant-at-Arms shail deduct 
the proper amounts from the salaries of 
members who are absent for other causes 
than sicknesss of themselves or members of 
their families, Afterremaining for years a 
dead leiter ü was revived this session as a 
means of securing a quorum. Its revival was 
followed by a contention on the part 
of a large faction of the House 
that its repeal had been car- 
ried by inference in subsequent 
acts of Congress, a contention negatived by 
the Judiciary Committee. Then followed 
several bills forthe repeal of the law, all of 
which were killed by the Judiciary Commit- 
toe, until the consideration of the bill yes- 
terdey when it received six votes favorable 
to four against repeal. How the statute 
has been regarded and enforced can 
be judged by Nepresentative Powers’ report. 

THE POWERS REPORTS. 

he committee, he writes, are of the 
opinion that the bill. repealing the section 
which bas of late excited so much comment 
among the members of the House is the 
straightforward way of meeting the dimicul- 
ties that have arisen under the enforcement 
ofthe obnoxious section. It is apparent 
that the excuse of sickness is one easily 
made, and it is suspected that it is sometimes 
assigned as a reason for absence without 
any diagnosis of aliments by medical ex- 
perts.
